Claims 1-15 and 17-28 are not novel and do not involve an inventive step over Dl, which discloses all features 
of these claims. See, especially, Figure 2C; column 3, line 65 - column 4, line 67; column 9, lmes 3-28; column 
10, line 43 - column 11, line 9. 



Dl does not disclose all the features of claim 1 6 - i.e. the data block being a whole or truncated encryption of the 
approval message derived using an encryption key stored securely within the secure data device. However, claim 
16 does not involve an inventive step over Dl alone, since encryption is a well-known means of secure transfer 
over a network. See, for example the passages listed in the International Search Report for D2 - D4. 
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
